the revision committee late tonight. 
It is said that it will be printed and 
ready for delivery to the Germans 
on Monday or Tuesday. 

It is the present plan of the coun- 
cil to renew consideration of the 
Austrian terms next Monday. Rep- 
resentatives of Turkey will be re- 
ceived Tuesday. 

If no other developments arise, 
President Wilson probably will make 
his trip to Brussels between Wed- 
nesday and the expiration of the 
German time limit.
